1.18 process. Providers of state-operated services may respond to the request for proposals. The​

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2.1 letter of intent to develop a psychiatric residential treatment facility program in a format​

2.2 developed by the commissioner. Each letter of intent must demonstrate the need for​

2.3 psychiatric residential treatment facility services, the proposed bed capacity for the program,​

2.4 and the capacity of the organization to develop and deliver psychiatric residential treatment​

2.5 facility services. The letter of intent must also include a description of the proposed services​

2.6 and physical site as well as specific information about the population that the program plans​

2.7 to serve. The commissioner shall respond to the letter of intent within 60 days of receiving​

2.8 all requested information with a determination of whether the program is approved, or with​

2.9 specific recommended actions required to obtain approval. Programs that receive an approved​

2.10 letter of intent must initiate the processes required by the commissioner to enroll as a provider​

2.11 of psychiatric residential treatment facility services within 30 days of receiving notice of​

2.12 approval. The commissioner shall process letters of intent in the order received. A program​

2.13 approved under this paragraph may not increase bed capacity when converting to provide​
